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2 a Although we are not directly concerned with the channels 
between Headquarters and AECASSCWAHY 2, it migrt increase our under- 
standing of the relationship among Headquarters, AECASSOWARY 15 and 
AECASSOWARY 2 if we knew how these communications are managed and who 
has direct responsibility for keeping AECASSOWARY 2 informed on those 
matters that concern him. We are not faced with an emergency on this 
point by any means, but it j would strengthen our relationship with 
AECASSCWAHY 29 if we can inform him how these matters are handled at 
Headquarters, 
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
